The hearing was concluded of the appeal of 
Michael Bermingham, ex-sergeant of the 
Dublin Metropolitan Guards, and Constables 
Edmund Coleman and Wi lian Fleming. the 
plaintiffs, in an action againyf the Attorney- 
General, from a decision éf Mr. Justice 
Meredith, dismissing their claim to a declara- 
tion that they “were entitled to salaries, com- 
pensation and pension, without reduction, on 
their transfer from the British Government to 
the Free State Government. 

Concluding his argument on behalf of the 
Attorney-General, Mr. Finlay, K.C., stated 
that if the men elected to serve under the 
Free State Government it was not to be sup- 
posed that the Government of the Free State 
would try to get out of the provisions of 
Article 10 in some way. If the men were 
removed from office in some arbitrary way it 
would be a discharge, and they would be 
entitled to compensation under Article 10. 
He submitted that there was power under the 
Act of 1919 to revoke or vary from time to 
time, as the Government might see fit, any 
order in existence in regard to the men who 
were transferred to the Government of 
Southern Ireland. If, he added, the conten- 
tion was that the men were not transferred, 
then they were still under the British Govern- 
ment, and should look to the British Govern- 
ment for their compensation, 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., in reply, stated that the 
first seven and the last seven sections of the 
Transfer of Functions Order were taken word 
for word from the Government of Ireland 
Act, 1920. Up to the Act of 1883 there was 
no statutory right to a pension in the Con 
stabulary. By that Act, unless for miscon- 
duct, there was no power to reduce a man’s 
pay by 6d. While the Acts of 1914, 1916 and 
1918 repealed sections of the Act of 1883, the 
fixed scale of pay in that Act was not touched 
at all. When the Act of 1918 was passed the 
Metropolitan Police had a vested right at 
that time in a salary which was in the scale 
of 1883. He had also, under that Act, a 
vested right to a pension, which could not be 
reduced, based on the pay of 1918. 


NEW ENTRANTS. 


Was the court to give a construction that 
an order could be made whereby the rights 
of the men could be affected prejudicially ? 
An order could be made affecting new 
entrants to the force, but the men who were 
in the service could not be touched. The sec- 
tion in the Act of 1883, which stated that the 
men’s pay could not be reduced, and also that 
they were to get the pension hased on their 
pay, was never repealed The British Govern. 
ment never attempted to reduce the mens 
pay, and it was not done until the Free State 
Government did it in 1924 Any order pre 
judicial to his clients was, he submitted, not 
covered by an Act of I arliament. 
had contributed to the Pension Fund on the 
higher scale of pay. If at the end of twenty 
vears’ service, the men men were retired on 
a lower scale of pay the whole of their 
the Act of 1883, so far as the Metropolitan 
police was concerned, was at present 1 
existence, and was never repealed either by 
the Pritish Government or by the Free State 
(;overnment. | 

Proceeding, he argued that under the Police 
Acts the men had a tenure granted by the 
Constitution, and that was irreducibility of 
pay, while under the Garda Act they couid 
do what thev liked with the men, reduce 
their pay and throw them ont. He sub 
mitted that the pay could not be reduced, 
that the Order of 1924 was bad. and that 
the Order of 1927 was hopelessly bad, because 
it was made under a Statute that could not 
bind the men. lhe police were transferred 
to the Provisional Government by virtue ol 
the Act of 1920, and when the Free State 
Government gave them a tenure they had 
all the rights of the Act of 1920. The com- 
pensation could not be worked if the pay o! 
the men were reduced. 

The Court reserved judgment.

The hearing of the actions of Richard 
Clarke, a commercial traveller, residing at 
Dalkey, and his employers, Messrs. Tecale- 
mit, I.td., motor appliance manufacturers, of 
Mitre House, Willesden, London, against the 
Irish Omnibus Company, was concluded. Mr. 
Clarke claimed damages for personal injuries 
eaused as the result of the alleged negligence 
of servants of the defendant company in the 
driving of two omnibuses at Ballydavis, near 
Maryborough, on the 19th December, 1929 
whereby one of the collided with a 
motor car, the property of his employers, 
which he was driving, causing him injuries, 
including a fracture of the skull, and wreck- 
ing the car, Messrs. Tecalemit claimed 
damages for injuries to their car and for the 
loss of Mr. Clarke's services.

It was stated that Irish hotels had greatly improved in recent years, 
and that most of them were now conducted on the most modern lines. 


There are approximately four hundred hotels in the Irish Free State, 
and it is estimated that more than 7,000 people are engaged in hotel work.

“HE Lord Mayor of Dublin, Senator 
‘| Alfred Byrne, opened the fourth annual 
Hgtel Conference, held under the 
auspices of the Irish Tourist Development 
Association, in the Mansion House, Dublin, 
vesterday. He extended a welcome to the 
delegates, who numbered 2€0, representing 
every part of the Irish Free Siate, and some 
from Northern Ireland. 

Their conference was an important one. he 
said, because upon its 
the reputation of this country as a tourist 
centre. While the vast majority of the hotels 


in the country were 1C0 per cent. good hotels, | 


there was an odd one here and there not quite 
so good. He hoped that these odd ones would 
follow the example of the others. Next year 
thev expected to have 50,000 visitors from 
the United States to the Irish hotels, and he 
would suggest that it was up to the proprie- 
tors of hotels to attract that number back 
again in years when there was no Eucharistic 
Congress. (Applause.) : 

Mr. T. J. W. Kenriy (President of the 
Association), who presided, expressed their 
gratitude to the Lord Mayor for the use of 
the Mansion House and for personally welcom- 
ing them 

He wished to make it clear that that was 


not a conference of the Irish Tourist Associa- 


tion, but a conference of the hotel membership 
of that body, called for purposes which were 
sufficiently indicated on the extensive agenda 
placed before them. 


VALUE TO THE STATE. 


Given first-class hotels linking up the 
various tourist centres in the country, and 


backed by clean and comfortable apartment 
houses, there was scarcely any limit to the 
usefulness of the work that the Irish Tourist 
\ssociation could do and to its value in money 
to the State. 

From the figures given in the 
1926 it, would be seen that a minimum of 
7.000 people were engaged in hotel work 
throughout Saorstat Eireann. Obviously the 
figure left out of account seasonal emp!oyment 
in summer months, and. was exclusive of the 
number engaged in apartment and boarding- 
houses. At least 10.000 people were now en 
gaged in the provision of accommodation and 
meals for travellers in this country. There 
were approximately 4CO hotels in the Saorstat, 
and 452 of them. were members of the Irish 
Tourist Association. 

The hotel proprietors weré essentially the 
hosts of the nation, and during the coming 
year, when an event ot international im- 
portance would take place in Ireland, they 
looked to them, more perhaps than to any 
other body in the country, to aphold amongst 
the peoples of the world who would fore- 
gather there the honour of Ireland for 
courtesy and hospitality, and the good name 
of their people for integrity and fair dealing 
with strangers. From his own experience, 
and he believed he could say from the general 
experience of the lissh Tourist Association, 
they were convinced that they would not look 
to them in vain.

In spite of tariffs and an improved 
standard of living, there is still in Ireland, 
North and South, a living to be got from a 
** slop’ shop, and the traffic in second- 
hand clothes is considerable. In Belfast 
the garments have little of the unconven-

ing boots, old vicuna and worsted, with 
select dungarees, invite the customer, side 
by side with the usual run of orthodox 
feminine cast-offs. In Dublin it is not so. 
There you will see not only the pillage of 
to-day’s dressing rooms, but the jettison 
of the ages. Flowing alpaca skirts, lace- 
inserted bodices, knee-breeches of varie- 
gated colour, waistcoats of strange device, 
tail-coats, bluchers, dog-skin jackets, 
samplers, chokers, stove-pipe hats, deer- 
stalkers envelop with romantic charm and, 
indeed, condescend to the tweeds and plus- 
fours of a less expansive age. Their would- 
be vendors tell me, too, that these 
curiosities are purchased—and that not 
necessarily by patrons of fancy-dress and 
amateur theatricals. One wonders what 
boreens they adorn, and in what remoter 
towns they inspire the general with awe. 
A quarter of a million of money a year 
went to Great Britain for second-hand 
clothes a century ago, and one recalls how 
Sir Walter Scott travelled to Ireland on a 
vessel] laden with ‘‘ mountainous packages 
of old clothes,” which, the captain assured 
him, was a usual cargo. We are not quite 
so bad in these days.

Dublin’s Human Taxis. 


Looking at the abundance of mechanical 
transport to-day, I find it strange to re- 
flect that at one time Dublin possessed 
more sedan chairs than hackney coaches. 
Of course, the special reason for the popu- 
larity of the sedan chair was the ill-paved 
and generally filthy condition of the 
strects. No lady walked abroad who 
could possibly afford her sedan chair ‘n 
the eighteenth century. It is worth while 
to recall that the use of sedan chairs was 
regulated by Acts of the Irish Parlia- 
ment in 1727 and 1765, the latter specify- 
ing, among other things, the “ licensing 
of hackney chaises or sedan chairs within 
the liberties of Dublin.” The tax on 
every chair was 10s., with a fine of £5 
for absence of licence. The taxes went 
originally to the support of the Dublin 
Workhouse, but later to the Rotunda Hos- 
pital. Watson’s Dublin Directory for 
1822 shows that a set down “ within the 
public lights’’ for a sedan chair cost 64d. 
After midnight, however, the charges 
were increased by no Jess than 300 per 
cent, The sedan bearers themselves had 
a very bad reputation as a troublesome 
and pugilistic lot, and for a long time 


Next month an exact reproduction of the | 
famous caravel, the Santa Maria, will | 
leave Spain, and will repeat the journey 
of Christopher Columbus to America. | 
There will be no beds on board, no books, 
no matches, and twenty-three seamen 
dressed in  fifteenthy century — sailors’ 
costume will sleep on deck Gn mattresses, 
will have no quarters for having meals in 
comfort, no electric light, no power except 
the sails. 

Their instruments will be exactly the 
same as those that were used four 
centuries ago; but now they will follow a 
track that is well marked by shipping, 
and not the lone trail that Columbus had 
to find for himself. The ship is to carry 
a load of Spanish soil and a block of 
stone from Rabida Monastery, which will 
be used as the foundation stone of a 
monument to Christopher Columbus in 
Santo Domingo. She will call first at 
Santo Domingo and deliver her load. Then 
she will visit various cities on the 
Atlantic, where there will be celebrations 
commemorating the reat vovace of 1492. 
The whole trip is expected to last for 
about three years. 


A Cookery Book Collection. 


Towards the end of October, an ex 
hibition of old cookery books of all nations 
attracted a great many people in Chicago, 


where the collector, Mr. Joseph D 
Vehling, an ex-chef, acted as personal 
guide and mentor to the crowds that went 
to see his books. Nearly thirty years ago, 
while serving his apprenticeship in 
France, Mr. Vehling bought a famous old 
cookery book by Dubois, ‘‘ Cuisine de Tous 
les Pas,” and from that beginning he 
went ahead. His collection now includes 
recipe books from the invention of print- 
ing down to the twentieth century; and 
last month, for the first time, it was shown 
to the public. Mr. Vehling believes that 
a very trustworthy history of the tastes 
and the customs of any country at any 
time may be built up through the perusal | 
of that country’s cookery books. He 
thinks that the Romans do not deserve 
their renutation for extravavance on!"

“March Hares,’ the brightly humorous 
little piece of;fooling by H. W. Gribble, was 
staged at the! Peacock Theatre last night by 
the Peacock Repertory Company. The play 
was excellently produced under the direction 
of Mr. William Sherwood, and it deserved a 
much larger audience for the appreciation of 
its quiet satire and the humour of its situa- 
tions. 

In effect, “ March Hares” is satire at 
the expense of ‘‘temperament,” that afflic- 
tion which is such a handicap in real life and 
such an asset on the films. There is hardly 
ore of those assembled in the Rodney home 
for the week-end who is not, completely 
affected; and every one of them is posing to 
the utmost limit of their ability. Claudia 
Kitts believes that being born in May had 
something to do with the coming of trouble 
everywhere she went, but actually all that was 
wrong was that she was an incorrigible flirt. 
Janet Rodney was a poseur and a prig, and 
her fiancé, Geoffrey Wareham, was just 
selffish and lazy. Poor Mr. Fuller might 
have been pardoned had he Lelieved himself 
in a mental home, because all his companions 
really behaved like March hares. 

When kisses and face-slappings enter a play 
nonsense takes control of the acting, and in 
“ March Hares’ nothing more than nonsense 
was intended. It is a play which will’ cer- 
tainly amuse, and the acting was well in 
keeping with the play. 

Miss Nancy*Essery seems destined to play 
these “‘ Mollusc’’ parts extremely well, and 
in this play she gives yet another demonstra- 
tion of her ability in such a part. As Claudia 
Kitts, a part in which she has shone in other 
theatres, she made face-slapping appear much 
too mild a punishment. Using her voice to 
fine effect, she made of that woman as near 
an approximation of a thing ‘‘ with nine 
lives,’ as Mr. Fuller said she had, as could 
be conceived. Mr. Sherwvod’s Wareham held 
the audience with a studied coldness which is 
his supreme gift, and Mr. Dymoke did all 
that was possible with the difficult part 
“ag fo the homely Fuller. Miss Kitty 
Burke's Mrs. Rodney seemed much too young, 
but otherwise she gave a very finished interpre- 
tation of her part,and Miss Dorothy Clement 
resembled the iceberg that a temperamenta!

'Rattlesnake Fallacies. 


A few picturesque Hakits which have 
been associated with rattlesnakes for a 
long time now turn out to have had 
no real existence. Mr. D. H. Marsh, 
a recently returned American explorer, 
has been dispelling some of these beliefs, 
the most popular of which, perhaps, is 
that which credits rattlesnakes with sus- 
ceptibility to the influence of music. Mr. 
Marsh declares that they are entirely in- 
different to music, and experiments which 
he conducted showed that they express 
neither annoyance nor pleasure at hearin 
it. He admits that rattlers do come roun: 
camps at night, but it is not to hear the 
twanging of a banjo or the playing of a 
gramaphone. The reason is that the 
scraps of food left around attract field 
mice, and it is these that attract the 
snakes. Another fallacy is the suggestion 
that anyone sitting inside a coil of rope 
is safe from rattlesnakes. Mr. Marsh 
placed a number of snakes inside a circle 
of rope, and after a while they all very 
gingerly crawled over it. Incidentally, 
during his many years’ work, Mr. Marsh 
has been bitten by rattlesnakes no fewer 
than ten times, but has saved his life by 
the prompt use of serum, 


Drsert. 


Travellers through the country are 
doubtless impressed with the frequency 
with which they come across the name 
“ Dysert,’’ or Desert, for a house or dis- 
trict generally situated a couple of miles 
from a town—or, if the town has extended 
in recent centuries, from the old town. 
The explanation takes us back to the early 
days of Christianity in this island. The 
early Celtic Church was monastic in form, 
with scattered hermitages, usually of 
monks living solitary lives or in little 
groups of two or three. These hermit 
centres were called the Desert, or, more 
correctly, I believe, the Dysert, and 
thonuch the mud and wattle shelters hav:

DEBATE WITH TRINITY 
COLLEGE.

'T the new quarters of the Dublin Frencl: 
A Society, in the Russell Hotel, St. 

Stephen’s Green, a debate in French 
took place Jast evening between this body 
and the Modern Language Society of Trinity 
College. 

The subject was “Ta Vitesse est un signe 
de Progrés,”’ and the chair was taken by 
M. Alphand, Minister of France. There was 
a very large attendance, and, in presenting 
the speakers, the Minister remarked that on 
this occasion there would be six discourses 
instead of one. He had seen boxing matches, 
but he was now acting as referee, and he 
would introduce the boxers. The Trinity 
College speakers sustained the negative, and 
he called on Miss Cairns, as one of them, 
to open the debate. 


FLUENT FRENCH. 

All the speeches were clearly delivered in 
fluent and idiomatic French, and were con- 
tinually punctuated, especialiy at the 
humorous or ironical passages, by an 
appreciative audience. Only the briefest out- 
line of their purport can be given. 

Miss Cairns insisted that speed was the 
prominent evil of the present day, and, like 
most of the others speakers, she took the 
automobile and mass production as types. 
People want always faster and faster cars. 
The study of music is given up. True wo 
gress comes as the result of work, but speed, 
not personal exertion, is the order of the 
day, and individuality is obsolete. 

Mrs. Seeds, on the other hand, contended 


that speed of mind and body had always 
inspired the admiration, and also the 
ambition, of mankind. Speed is not merely 
the sign of progrtss: it truly is progress. 

Miss Gwynn struck a very thoughtful note 
throughout. Progress is not something which 
tnakes people go faster; there is not progress 
where they do not become hetter and wiser. 

Monsieur André Alphand took speed as an 
essential mark of modern life, and while 
citing notable achievements on the track and 
in the air, he stated that steady, patient 
work was not, therefore, interfered with. In 
spite of the “ record’’-making around us, 
such things as lace-making still go on in 
Ireland. M. Pierre Laval’s recent visit to 
the United States was an. instanee of the 
advantages of rapid travel. 

Mr. Wymburne was the last speaker. He 


did not agre’ with the extravagant claims 
of positive advancement, physical and mental, 
which were fashionable in the Victorian age. 
The Cro-Magnon man was superior in 
physique to the modern man, and the Greeks 
and Romans were, physically and mentally, 
of a higher standard. He boldly put the 
question:—Which is of greater. service to 
mankind—a car racing on sand at 437.6 
kilometr®s an hour, or a black-and-white cow 
ruminating in a pasture field ? 

The French Minister congratulated all the 
sneakers on the intellectual and attractive 
character of their speeches. To both sides, 


although unable to decide hetween them, he 
felt indlebted for one truth which seemed ta 
emerge as he listened. Just as it wonld not 
be right to describe-any language— French, 
or Irish, or English—as good or bad, so was 


it in the case of speed. Everything —— 
p 


on the use which one made of it. then 
took a vote, and the motion that ‘‘ Speed 
is a sign of Progress” was carried by 425 
votes to 24.

AN ARCHITECT'S 
CRITICISM.

The design of the new Pembroke Hall, in 
the grounds of the Royal Dublin Society at 
Lallsbridge, was adversely criticised by Mr. 
Manning Robertson in a paper which he read 
before the Architectural Association of Ire- 
land last night. 

Mr. Robertson said:—‘‘. , . . We must 
have the greatest misgivings as to the effect 
upon Jrish architecture of the mock half- 
timber of the Pembroke Hall, which was 
in:mensely puffed by the Society. It is true 
that this erection is the fulfilment of an old 
building put up at a period when this type 
of imitation was a frequent practice, but the 
wublic will not accept it in that sense; rather 
the hall will put the Society’s stamp of ap- 
tioval upon the type of building that archi- 
tects the world over will condemn. It defies 
ths recognised principle in art. It is a 
sham, pretending to be what it is not. The 
immense achievements of the Society in prac- 
tical ways—in agriculture, breeding, radium 
— should not be allowed to over-balance its 
other object- the promotion of art, which, 
with the notable exception of music, appears 
of late to have been virtually abandoned.”’ 

The posters of the Society, continued Mr. 
lichertson, should show nothing but the best, 
yet, if they compared them with designs 
issued by other associations, the Royal 
Lublin Society had stood still. 

Dealing wita architecture generally, Mr. 
Robertson said that civilisation must include 
art, not as an agreeable by-product or relaxa- 
fion, but as an essential for everyday expres- 
sicr. and well-being. Commerce, he said, is 
discovering that art pays. 

He warned architects to be on guard 
against frightening the public by excesses in 
modernism that may be legitimate, but not 
always tasteful. Many of the continental 
examples of stark realism were unlikely to 
stand the test of time, and, robbed of their 
newness, “hey would be seen to lack the 
enduring virtues of good proportion and 
architectural ccm position.

| ANY passengers who have had an 
Vi opportunity of being present on 
board a liner during the two 
minutes’ ‘silence held in commemoration of 
the Great War have said that the experience 
created even a greater impression than the 
solemn ceremony held at the Cenotaph. ‘he 
sudden stoppage of throbbing machinery, 
leaving the great ship gliding silently over 
the surface, and the statue-like appearance 
of passengers and crew standing as though 
transfixed in whatever place the warning 
siren had found them, were significant facts 
in themselves. The most outstanding feature 
of all, however, lay in the presence of the 
immense sea. a 
The infinite space, the close proximity to 
such a powerful element of primitive nature, 
seemed to have a special appeal to those on 
board who cherished a never-to-be-forgotten 


sorrow. A well-known Dublin man, who lost 


two sons in the War, declared that the sur- 


little damage, and succeeded in picking up 
all of the shipwrecked crew. 

The Trevethoe, which belongs tothe Haines 
Steam Ship Company, is very similar in ap- 
pearance to the Trevessa, lost in the Indian 
Ocean eight years ago, and owned by the 
same firm. Few people can forget the epic 
voyage made by the late Captain Foster, of 
the ‘lrevessa, in an open boat to Rodriguez, 
a distance of 1,800 miles from where his 
vessel foundered. With eighteen of his crew, 
he steered by the aid of sun and stars alone— 
his compass having been rendered useless— 
for twenty-three days, and, by the splendour 
of his conduct, revealed to the full the 
heroism and endurance of the British sailor 
in the face of overwhelming danger. 

A cargo vessel de luxe is the most suitable 
description of the Swedish motor ship, Muirra- 
booka, of Gothenburg, 3,305 tons register, 
which arrived at Alexandra Basin on Wed- 
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rounding abysses of sky and sea gave him 
a greater freedom of thought, a better insight, 
as it, were, into the mysterious workings of 
a Higher Power. 

THE MUTINOUS WEATHER CLERK. 

Stacks of white timber, still retaining that 
refreshing odour of newly-sawn wood, may 
be seen along the south and west quays of 
Alexandra Basin. They are the last of the 
timber cargoes for Dublin carried under the 
summer regulations, and were put ashore by 
the St. Thelma, of Glasgow, from Trong- 
sund, and the Zena, also of Glasgow, from 
Sundsvall. Unfortunately, the clerk of the 
weather refused to recognise the fact that

As though in further defiance of the Board 
of Trade, the sea washed away some of her 
deck cargo, invaded the seamens’ forecastle, 
and ended by driving the St. Thelma into 
Antwerp to replenish her sadly depleted 
bunkers. Ags the regulations state that the 
master of any vessel arriving in the United 
Kingdom with a deck cargo of timber 1s: 
liable to a fine of five pounds for every 
hundred cubic feet of wood carried, it was 
with no small feelings of relief that Captain 
Fullager, of the St. Thelma, arrived in the 
Liffey with a few hours to spare. 

The Trevethoe, of St. Ives, 2,790 tons 
register, came into the Liffey on Tuesday

state rooms which provide accommodation for 
twenty-two passengers. Her cream-coloured 
masts and grey hull, painted with enamel, 
give her an appearance of the cleanliness 
one associates with a man o’ war, while her 
promenade deck, partly screened with glass, 
and her square windows, instead of ports, 
show that the life of the passenger can be 
made very pleasant. 
A TOUR ROUND THE SHIP. 

Having inspected the electric cargo winches, 
silently heaving out the grain, as well as the 
electric steering gear on the bridge, con- 
trolled by a wheel no bigger than the wheel 
of a motor car, our representative introduced 
himself to the chief steward, who, with justi- 
fiable pride, showed him the passenger accom- 
modation. From the cosy saloon, fitted with 
wireless and an electric gramaphone, he was 
taken to the staterooms, two of which had 
their own private bathrooms. A further in- 
spection revealed a tastefully decorated ladies’ 
lounge as well as a handsome oak-panelled 
smoke-room, such as one would expect to find 
in the first-class accommodation on a trans- 
Atlantic liner. 

A visit to a large kitchen—one could not 
call it a ‘‘ galley’’—with its roaring oil-fuel 
fires, followed immediately by an inspection 
of the refrigerating rooms, confused our re- 
presentative as to whether it was summer or 
winter. His bewilderment was in no way 
diminished by the vision of three pretty 
stewardesses; for Alexandra Basin is not the 
place where one expects feminine beauty. The 
Mirrabooka is engaged. on a regular trade 
round the world via the Panama Canal, the 
South Sea Islands, New Zealand, Australia, 
and thence home through the Mediterranean.

IS Cenotaph Service will be relayed 

from the Cenotaph, Whitehal], London, 
this morning, commencing at 10.30, by the 
Belfast, North Regional and National 
Stations. The Service will commence with 
& programme of music by the massed bands 
of the Coldstream, Scots, Irish and Welsh 
Guards, and will conclude with Chopin’s 
Funeral March as eleven o’clock is struck 
by Big Ben. The Silence will be fc!!owed, 
as is customary, by a short Service con- 
ducted by the Bishop of London. In the 
evening, at eight o’clock, Belfast and the 
National Stations will relay the Festival 
of Empire and Remembrance, presented by 
the British Legion, from the Royal Albert 
Hall. The King and Queen and the Prince 
of Wales will be present. The music at 
the Festival will be provided by the massed 
bands of the Brigade of Guards—Drums 
and Fifes of H.M. Grenadier Guards (3rd 
Bn.), Coldstream Guards (2nd Bn.), and 
Irish Guards (lst Bn.), Trumpeters of 
H.M. Life Guards.

ALMOST 
COMPLETE,

staffs of the Revenue offices at present 

housed in Parnell square and Nassau 
street will move inte their new premises at 
14-15 Upper Sackville street. 

There are ten Inspectors of Taxes for the 
County of Dublin, and their jurisdiction in 
some cases extends to several of the surround- 
ing counties. Each of these Inspectors has 
been responsible for the assessment and collec- 
tion of tax in his particular district in respect 
of income arising from all sources comprising 
lands, houses, business profits and occupations 
ayd professions. 

The amount of work entailed in attending 
to all these several sources of income, it would 
appear, up to the present has deprived in- 
EE of the opportunity of concentrating 
their attention on the taxation of income 
classified as business profits. Under new 
arrangements which will come into operation 
this month the assessment to tax of lands, 
buildings, and professional and occnpational 
Imcome or earnings will be dealt with in one 
central or general district, whilst business 
profits, or what is technically known .as 
Schedule ‘‘ D’’ assessments will be dealt with 
hy six Associated Districts, each one of which 
will be in charge of an Inspector. 

The new scheme is calculated to make for 
greater administrative efficiency and for 
greater convenience to the public. It implies, 
for example, that in future a taxpayer with 
income arising in Rathmines and income in 
Dame street will not find it necessary to con- 
sult a Revenue official in Parnell square and 
another in Nassau street about his case. All 
the information he requires will be at his dis- 
posal in the new building in Sackville street. 
The new offices have a lift, are very spacious, 
and have accommodation for private inter- 
views by the staff with the public. The pro- 
posed changes, it is anticipated, will also 
ensure great economy in time and labour, 
both to the public and to the Revenue staffs.

Curious Legal Point. 


Officer's Overturned Motor 
Car.

CURIOUS legal point came before the 
A Northern Ireland Court of Appeal to- 

day when Lieutenant David Richard 
Buchanan, Gordon Highlinders, Ballykinlar 
Camp, ciaimed malicious injury from the 
Down County Council for damage to his 
Bentley motor car. 

Lieutenant Buchanan was on a fishing 
expedition to Loughislandreaney with a 
brother-officer on July 25th last. He stoppel 
Lis car on the left-hand side of the road with 
the engine switched off and the gear lever m 
neutral and Lrake applied. The case stated 
by the Lord Chief Justice further set forth 
that at about 9.30 p.m. the car was found 
about 130 yards away from the point at 
which it had been left by the owner. There 
was a slight slope down from the point at 
which the car was left towards the point at 
which the car was found. The car had been 
overturned, the hand brake released, and the 
engine switch turned on, while the radiator 
gas warm. 

No person was found in the neighbourhood 
of the car, and no evidence given as to any 
person having been seen tampering with the 
car Nerther was there evidence of direct 
malice towards the owner, who admitted that 
he had always met with courtesy and friend- 
liness in the camp. The Lord Chief Justice 
was satisfied the car had been put in motion 
ky some human agency ‘The question for 
the opinion of the Court was whether the 
applicant was entitled to an award, no ques- 
tion being raised as to the amount of the 
award. If the answer was in the affirmtive 
the decree of the County Court Judge should 
be affirmed with costs. 

Repiying, Mr. Lowry, K.C., submitted that 
whoever started the Bentley was a trespasser, 
comm tting an unlawful act, and came 
liable under the criminal injury code. 

The Court reserved judgment, Lord Justice 
Andrews remarking that it was a case of 
importance. and needed the utmost con- 
sideration.

One was to increase the rents of 
all the cottages by 6d. week. his they 
refused to do, because there were many poor 
creatures unable to pay the increase. Instead 
they had selected the people upon whom .t 
was no hardship te place an extra shilling, 
taking care that in no case was a genuine 
agricultural labourer included. The tenants 
were getting splendid value im a house and 
half an acre of land at 2s. a week when 
town labourers had to pay ten shillings for 
rooms 

Mr. Connor, secretary of the tenants’ 
association, stated that while they were pre- 
pared to pay a slight increase, they were not 
prepared to pay the amount demanded. He 
suggested that, including rates, the rents 
should be ls. 6d 

‘“‘ ABSURD OFFER." 

The Chairman stated that the offer was 
absurd. Several of the tenants who had 
refused to pay the increase had come to him 


willing to pay the increased rent once the test 
cases had been decided. Ht should be 
remembered that many of the people in 
cottages were not entitled to hold them under 
the Act, but the last thing the Board wanted 
was to put them out if they could allow them 
to remain where they were. 

Father McCovey said that he had written 
to Mr. Mulcahy, Free State Minister for Local 
Govermment, about the possibility of a pur- 
chase scheme, and had received a letter 
stating that a scheme of purchase had been 
sanctioned in Waterford, under which people 
were buying their houses at 3s. 6d. and 5s. 6d. 
a week.

NOTHER sequel to the Stradbally 
A missing postman mystery came before 

District Justice McCabe at Tramore

“I have paid £125 out of my own 
pocket before I would be bested by two such 
gentlemen as these.”

He would state a case if 
Mr. Quinlan, solicitor for defendants, wished. 

Mr. Quinlan said that he had only beer 
instructed the previous night, and he asked, 
therefore, that the hearing be adjourned to 
the Waterford District Court on Friday.

(Amendment) Act, the Free State Minister 
for Justice had proclaimed the meeting. 


SPEAKERS ARRIVE. 


The meeting had been arranged for eight 
o'clock last night, and large forces of Civic 
Guards were on duty in the principal 
thoroughfares of the city. As the honr 
approached crowds began to gather in the 
vicinity of Colleze Green, and there were 
some shouts of “ Long live the Republic.”’ 
‘Up the rebels,’ and “Down with 
coercion,’ but up to this time there was 
no untoward happening. 

A little later Mrs. Despard, Mrs. Maud 
Gonne MacBride and Mrs. John Brennan, 
who were to, have addressed the meeting, 
made their appearance outside Trinit 
College. 

They were greeted with cheers, and as 
they made their way towards O'Connell 
street were followed by an excited crowd.

Sweetman left the scene in a motor lorry. 
but according to another he walked down 
Henry street. accompanied by friends and 
followed by Guards, while a third account 
savs that he was taken away in a military 
lorry. 

Efforts by the Guards to disperse the 
crowd were unsuccessful, and reinforce. 
ments were rushed to the scene in lorries.

This announcement, issued from the 
offices of the club, 34 Dawson street, 
Dublin, yesterday, will be read with con- 
siderable regret by the sporting and 
motoring public. 

When the first race was held in 1929 
there was an attendance of 56,000, and the 
receipts from grand stand and admission 
tickets totalled £10,442. Income from 
advertisements and sales of programmes 
brought the total receipts up to £13,219. 
Against this there was an outlay of 
£16,809, ieaving a debit of £3,500. Of 
this loss £3,000 was paid by the Govern- 
ment, while the balance of £590 “was a 
liability of the guarantors, which the club 
decided to bring forward to the second 
race. 

At the 1930 race the receipts from grand 
stand and admission tickets amounted to 
£8,618, while other receipts brought the 
total income up to £11,760. On the 
other hand, the outlay. was reduced to 
£13,140, showing a loss of £1,380, for 
which a call of 1s. 9d. in the pound was 
made on the guarantors. The attendance 
in 1930 was 48,000. 

This year’s race, held in extremely bad 
weather, attracted an attendance of 24,000, 
and the gate and grand stand receipts 
amounted to £4,284 16s. 6d., out of a total 
income of £6,538 10s. As compared with 
last vear, the expenditure was down, the 
lld., or 
£2,052 9s. 1ld. more than the income. As 
a result there was a call of 3s. 6d. in the 
pound on the guarantors. Had the attend- 
ance been as good as 1930 this year’s race 
would have left a small profit. 

For the race held last June the 
guarantees amounted to £12.150. which 
included the following:—Members of the 
R.1.A.C., £2,000 ; the motor trade, £1,525: 
business firms. £4,820: hotels and 
restaurants, £1,561; private guarantors. 
£1.177: transport companies, £465: the 
Press, £250: motor cycle clubs, £250.

TORM troops of Hitler’s so-called army 
S are concentrating in considerable num- 
bers in Centra) Silesia, according to a 
Breslau telegram to the Socialist Rheinische 
Zeitung. 
_ For some days past groups of these Nazis, 
in motor vehicles, on bicycles, and on toct, 
have been making their way to Breslau und 
the surrounding districts, not only from other 
arts of Silesia, but also from Saxony and 
tates still farther away. 
The Nazi troops, who 
other military-like equipment, are being 
billeted in buildings in the towns and villages 
and on various estates. It is not quite clear 
whether they are all armed or not, but 
motor-cyclists have been seen with guns 
slung on their shoulders.

ATTEMPTS TO RAISE 
£10,000,000 LOAN.

From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


PARIS, Tuesday. 

An important loan, the object of which is 
understood to be to permit the mainten- 
ance of the gold standard in South Africa, 
is, it is reported, being sought by the 
South African Government in France. The 
amount of the loan is declared to be in the 
neighbourhood of ten million sterling. 

Although the loan will be a private one, 
the approval of the French Government is 
necessary before a final decision can be 
reached in the negotiations which are 
taking place with the Banque de Paris et 
des Pays Bas. 

It is in the interests of France that as 
many countries as possible should remain 
on the gold standard. The French Govern- 
ment will, doubtless, also take the attitude 
of the British Government into considera- 
tion. The present is not a particularly 
favourable moment for launching another 
loan on the French market, which has 
already two French Colonial Loans on 
hand, and foreign investments generally 
are looked at with a prudent eye in the 
light of recent experiences, i 

The South African Government applied 
to New York for the money before turning 
to Paris, but the negotiations broke down 
on account of the American terms, which

It seemed arrogance on the part of moderns 
ito exclude all knowledge save that of the 
past hundred yedts. They were worse than 
the zealots of a past generation who re- 
stricted inspiration to the period covered by 
| the canonical sacred writing:. It was just 
as hard for them to rid their minds 
of the scientific fog of the present centur 
| as it was for the Victorians to rid their minds 
of the religious fog of the nineteenth. Two 
groups of religious thinkers had, however, 
refused to accept the scientific re-orientation 
of mental attitude—the leaders of the largest 
Christian body, the Roman Catholic Chureh. 
who declined to countenance modermsm, and 
the dwindling minority of Protestaat Chris- 
tians, who were still strong enough im parts 
of America to enforce heresy trials of pro- 
fessors of biology. The professed philosopher, 
free from religious bias, was driven into the 
pos@ion of replacing truth by a novel system 
of ‘‘ values.’"” Even the man in the street 
was dissatisfied with the porely scientific 
world view based on variable fact. 


THOUSANDS OF BOOKS. 


Daring the past hundred years thousands of 
books had been written to reconcile religion 
and science, but the two had not been recon- 
ciled. In general, the unhappy position 
to-day was that there was an impassable galf 
fixed between the demonstrable truths of 
science and the intuitive trath of religion and 
poetry, which, on the existing scientific 
theory, turned out not to be truth at all, 
but a pious, albeit delightful, fraud. The 
sincere thinker was faced with an agonising 
alternative. He could not reject theology 
completely. He could not destroy churc 
catechisms, because he would ultimately be 
destroying churches. And the direct exper- 
ment being tried in Soviet Russia was not 
altogether reassuring. Personally he had no 
desire to see a sector of the anti-God front 
established in Ireland. 

In three points the. 
seemed to err. First, in assuming that 
progress was achieved without intelli. 
gence; second, that such progress existed 
to-day; and, third, that this process 
was uniform, and was not interrupted by 
some great catastrophe. That brought them 
back to the theory of a Fall, which was 
proved not only by records, but by facts. 
Had the evolutionary process been con- 
tinuously ascending it should have been re- 
flected in language. As they went further 
into the past they should look for speech 
which was simple and more limited in voca- 
bulary, but what they found was exactly the 
opposite. People capable of using such a 
medium must le had an intellectual de- 
velopment higher than ours. In_ historic 
times language had not evolved; it had lost 
organisation through a definite process of 
denudation. ) 

Professor J. Doyle, D.Sc., in proposing « 
vote of thanks to Mr. Henry, said that they 
did not know where sciencé was carrying 
them. Science had built wonderful machines 
and harnessed their rivers, and it was pos- 
sible that men, amazed at the wonders of 
science, might allow it to take a great part 
in their lives. 

Professor J. Bronte Gatenby, D.Phil., 
D.Sc., in seconding, referred to the scientific 
progress which was being made in Russia, 
a number of whose students were now study- 
ing at American Universities. He adv sed 
his hearers to look forward and not Lack- 
ward in studying solo“ 

Professor W. A. Goligher, = Litt.D., 
F.,T.C.D., said that two of the most silly 
remarks he had ever heard were that science 
was on the side of religion, and that religion 
was on the side of science Science had go’ 
nothing to do with religion, and anybod: 
who talked about both merely showed thaí 
he was shaky concerning what science was, 
and grossly ignorant concerning what religion 
WAS. 

The lecturer, in reply, said he honestly 
believed that Darwin had actually destroyed 
the faith of a great many people, and ruined 
their lives.

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LIEUTENANT-COLONEL IYON 
HENRY PRICE. D.S.O. 


We regret to announce the death, which 
occurred yesterday, of Lieutenant-Colonel Ivon 
Henry Price, D.8.0., LL.D., at his residence 
in Farnborough, Hants, at the age of 65. 
Colonel Price was a County Inspector of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary at the outbreak of 
war, when he was appointed Intelligence 
Officer at the Irish military headquarters, and 
acted as intermediary between the military 
authorities, the Under Secretary, Dublin 
Castle, the Royal Irish Constabulary, and the 
Dublin Metropolitan Police. For distinguished 
rervice during the 1916 rebellion Major Price 
was awarded the D.8.0., and was later 
promoted Lieutenant-Colonel. He gave im- 
portant evidence before the Hardinge Com- 
niission. 

He became Assistant Inspector-General of 
the Royal Irish Constabulary in 1920, and 
retired in 1922 at the disbandment of the 
Force, when he went to reside in England. 

Colonel Price, who was the son of Mr. 
James Price, M.1.C.E., was married to 
Margaret Emily, daughter of the late Mr. G. 
Kinahan, D.L. He leaves five sons and two 
daughters. His second son, Lieutenant 
Ernest Dickenson Price, K.1.K., was killed in 
action in France in 1916.

- CAN HE DEVISE A 
j SOLUTION?

FROM Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 

GENEVA, Tuesday. 
HE contribution Sir John Simon will 
bring to next Mondays meeting in 
Paris of the League 
with the Sino-Japanese dispute will probably 
mean all the difference between success an 
failure in the crisis with which the League is 
to-day confronted. 
He will brin 
prestige of the National Government and the 
reputation of a brilliant lawyer. If he is 
unable to devise some issue from the present 
impasse, then things threaten to go from 
bad to worse. he 
It is realised that the League is up against 
the stiffest position it has ever tackled, 
and, although there is a tendency in some 
quarters to talk light-heartedly of sanctions 
and economic pressure, it is believed that the 
Council will endeavour to find some solution 
more consistent with its diplomatic condi- 


tions. 
CHINA’S REMINDER. 

The United States has been notified along 
with the members of the Council, and there 1s 
some idea that General Dawes Sn TC 
his Government in the absence on leave oí the 
United States Ambassador in Paris. In any 
ease, Mr. Prentiss Gilbert, the U.S. repre- 
sentative in Geneva, is sure to attend the 
Paris gathering. 

China takes advantage of a note to the 
League to day intimating her acceptance of 
the year’s arms truce plan to warn the 
League that the fact of this proposal, as 
well as of the Disarmament Conference it- 
self, depends upon the issue of the present 
Manchurian conflict. Should the Covenant 
and the Pact of Paris prove bulwarks of 
peace, then the Disarmament Conference will 
mark a long step forward. ‘‘If by some un- 
happy mischance, however, these bulwarks 
are crumbled, the Chinese Government and 
people would be regretfully compelled to put 
above all other national tasks the building 
up of national defences strong enough to 
secure respect and preserve against externa! 
aggressions the territorial mtegrity and 
political independence of China.” 


IN MANCHUBIA. 

A Reuter message from Harbin states 
that Japanese troops have withdrawn seven 
miles to the south of the Nonni River rail- 
way bridge. Reinforcements are, however, 
massing, and a fresh advance is being 
slendal the objective of which is believed 
to be Tsitsihar, the headquarters of General 
Ma Chang-Shan. 

The reports that General Ma Chang-Shan 
had declared war on Japan are stated to be 
entirely unfounded, according to official 
dispatches received in Tokyo. 

Marshal Chang Hsueh-Liang, the Man- 
churian Governor, eppears to be planning an 
attack on the South Manchoria Railway zone 
in co-operation with bandits and other forces, 
according to these despatches, thus taking ad- 
vantage of the comparatively small number of 
Japanese troops in Manchuria and Japanese 
hesitancy to reinforce them lest there should 
be an increase of international suspicions. 

Numerous clashes between Japanese troops 
and strong bodies of bandits have been re- 
ported in the past few days at various points 
along the railway, resulting in a considerable 
number of casualties on both sides. 

Two Japanese communications to the 
League report Chinese movements of troops 
in the neighbourhood of Anganchi, the rail- 
way junction south of Tsitsihar. They pur- 
port to show that about 20,000 men and 3 
guns are now quartered opposite the Japanese 
advance position at the Nonni Bridge, with 
further reinforcements - approaching. The 
Japanese Note says that if their numerical 
superiority, roughly ten to one, tempts the 
Chinese to acts of war, a dangerous situation 
may arise, and the Japanese Government 
draws attention earnestly to the present posi- 


tion. 
CANTON’S MOVE. 

The Canton ‘‘ Government ”’ now enters the 
arena with a call to Feng Yu-hsiang, the so- 
called Christian general, who operates from 
Taiyuanfu, in Shansi, and to General Fen Hsi- 
shan, the Governor of Shansi, to “ rise up 
and save our country.” 

It is declared that Mr. Eugene Chen, the 
Canton “ Minister for Foreign Affairs,” re- 
cently informed the Japanese Consul-General 
in Canton that he favoured the demilitarisa- 
tion of Manchuria, and recommended the 
appointment of a High Commissioner under 
the Central Government, while Japanese 
troops would be responsible for the mai- 
tenance of order. 

Mr. Chen is reported to have declared that 
friendly co-operation between the Chinese and 
Japanese was impossible while Manchuria 
was ruled by the war lord, Marshal Chang 
Hsueh-Liang, who taxed the populace heavily, 
mainly for the support of large armies, and 
divided his time between Mukden and 
Peking. 

This information had not been revealed 
before, it is declared, as it was thought that 
it might upset the negotiations between 
Nanking ard Canton, which now, however, have 
been broken off. 


SITUATION IN TIENTSIN. 
FroM RevtTer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
TIENTSIN, Tuesday. 

There has been intermittent firing all night 
long and in the early morning, with the 
occasional boom of a trench mortar. 

Four hundred rioters have been captured 
in the native city, and a number of them 
were summarily decapitated. Several 
desperadoes are, however, still at large. 

The streets of the Japanese Concession are 
deserted, except for the Japanese troops and 
volunteers. The defences bordering on the 
native city have ben considerably 
strengthered. | 

A Chinese communiqué to the League 
dealing with the Tientsin disorders accuses 
the Japanese authorities of suborning the 
dregs of the population to foment a revolt 
against the Chinese Government. It says 
that more than 2,000 men flaunting Japanese 
flags issued from the Japanese Concession 
and attacked the police stations in the 
districts adjoining the Japanese Concession. 
Then, after the regulars had either returned 
to the Japanese Concession or been killed or 
captured, and the Chinese police had with- 
drawn 300 metres as requested by the 
Japanese authorities, the Chinese city was 
bombarded by more than thirty shells. 


LORD PARMOOR'’S 
RESIGNATION. 


Lord Parmoor has addressed a letter to 
Lord Marley, Chief Opposition Whip in 
the House of Lords, stating that he had 
been advised by his doctor not to under- 
take such political duties as the leader- 
ship of the party in the House of Lords 
would necessitate during the ensuing 
winter. Since then the Iate election had 
been fought, with its astonishing result. 
“You know,” he added, “ that I was, and 
am, wholeheartedly with the true Labour 
Party. My hesitation in confirming my 
decision to resign has arisen from a dis- 
like of making any change under present 
difficult conditions. In addition, I cannot 
but grieve at resigning a position made 
pleasant to me by the generous and ever- 
ready support of my colleagues. But the 
time for resignation has come, and m 
colleagues will appreciate the position. 
am EN a copy of this letter to our 
leader for his consideration.”’ 

Consequent upon Lord Parmoor’s resigna- 
tion Lord Ponsonby will lead the Opposi- 
tion in the House of Lords.

CHARGES FOR CURRENT. 


In connection with the recent imcrease in 
the cost of electric current, Mr. Briscoe 
oben Fail) will m the Dail to-day ask Mr. 
IcGilligan if the increased charges announced 
by the Electricity Supply Board were made 
aiter consultation with him, and were based 
on the completion of the accounts of the 
Board for the period 1930-31; and also if he 
will furnish to the Dail a statement showing 
the old and the new charges for all purposes. 

Mr. Briscoe also will ask the Minister for 
Finance whether he is aware that in the 
Finance Act, 1931, nu change was made in 
the Act to permit the reduction of 25 per 
cent. on road tax for cars imported into the 
Free State over five years before the passing 
of the Finance Act, 1951, and if he would 
amend this Act accordingly. 


FREE STATE SECURITIES. 


In a further question the same Deputy will

It 
will probably be necessary to embody most of 
them in legislation. Mr. blythe is anxious 
to expand the basis of his proposals as widely 
as possible, so that the effects on individuals 
may not be excessively heavy. 

he Expiring Laws Bill, which was intro- 
duced by Mr. Buys he on Friday, will come up 
for second reading this week. Amongst the 
enactments to be continued for another year 
will be the Rent Restriction Act of 1925, 
which protects tenants of houses under £350 
valuation in Dublin from increases of rent and 
from disturbance. ‘The Local Authorties 
(Combined Marketing) Act will also be con- 
tinued. ‘Ihe Local Government (‘temporary 
Provisions) Act, 1923, so far as it is un- 
repealed, is continued. 

‘his Act, amongst other things, empowers 
the Minister to dissolve local authorities, and 
appoint Commissioners in their stead. The 

ourts of Justice Act, 1929, which provides 
for the temporary appointment of Circuit 
Judges, is to be continued also.

DEMONSTRATIONS 
PLANNED FOR TO-DAY.

ATHENS, Tuesday. 


The agcasion of Armistice Day to-morrow 
is being seized by ths Cypriote delegation 
here and others to stage a demonstration In 
Greece. 

The delegation is to present to Admiral 
Coundouriotis—who is president of the 
Cypriote Central Committee, and was Presi- 
dent of the Greek Republic till he resigned 
in 1929—a book grandiloquently called ‘‘ The 
National Cypriote Bibla,’’ which purports to 
contain resolutions voted by all ‘the 
communes of the island in favour of union 
with Greece. The Cyprian enthusiasts wanted 
to present it to the Government, but the 
intter refused to have anything to do with 
it. 

At the moment when the presentation 
takes place university students are to lay 
a wreath on the statue of W. E. Gladstone. 

The plan also involves the closing of shops 
and offices and the stoppage of vehicular 
traffic all over Greece for á quarter of en 
hour, and a two minutes’! silence in the 
schools. Theatres and cinentas in the even- 
ing will, it is stated, observe the same 
interval of silence. 

The Government has taken measures to 
ensure that there are no disorders. All open- 
air gatherings and street processions are 
banned, and any attempt at a public 
demonstration will be drastically dealt with. 
Orders have been given to avoid giving We 
ceremonies anything savouring of an official 
character.
